A WELL LOVCD OANADIAH PAEgBS 


T ie ANGLICAN CHURCH LOST A 
well-loved prelate, and Canada n dittinguished 
ton, in the dealli suddenly about 3 o'clock last Tuco- 
day afternoon, of His Grace Arebbishop Isaac O. 
Stringer, Metropolilan of Ruperl'a Land. Hk died 
in harness, a man who had labored sincerely and 
eamcaitjr all hit life in the cause of Christianity, from 
the far-flung Arctic to Winnipeg, where settlement 
on the prairies, the most populous area of hit diocesa. 
started. 

Archbishop Slrin^r wu on hit way to die office 
of lu diocese in Trinity Hall, at the rear' of Holy 
Trinity ChitrSln Winnipeg when • patterhy saw him 
stumble and fall. . 

As The Winnipeg Fiee Press says, there is 
motiming "from the velley of the Red to the moun- 
teins end r.orth to the Arctic 5u. .Princes of the 
church bring their eondolences; ministers of the crown 
tpeek round phrases; laymen raise their hats as word 
of the death of Archbishop Stringer is made public. 
Far in the north emmiry the news will speak from 
igloo to igloo along the coast and rivers, end will be 
taken by meaaengers to the himleri and to the ahipa 
at tea. It will spread alto from wigwam to wigwam 
and the Indians will light the death fires to give 
passage to their friend on hit way to the Happy Hunt- 
ting Gtounrlt. 

"For thirty-nine years Hit Grece lived in the 
north end labored there Only in 1931 did he move 
to the Archbishopric of Rupert's Land. The carriage 
ef the north was his. so too its power, its dignity and 
its ability to wait He knew its perils. He had faced 
its famine: he knew its hostility when he faced during 
his first experiences the unfriendly tribes; he knew 
the derknest of its long night; the cold of its Arctic 
breath. He knew what it was to cart for its people 
end to serve; to IrtnsUlc the Bibir that he preached 
into their lenguage; lie knew whet it wet to live 
among them, finding solace for isolation from his 
own kind in the realizetion of their need of his 
ministritioDS. 

"He ceme to his nm honors at a diffienh time. 
He saw before him the work end faith of more than

dclerminalion, with unmurmuring self-sacrifice he has 
put by the purple tad fine linen ef his-«ffsce and So 
this ts to every other task which had come to his 
hand he has devoted his whole powers.

ITis Weigh peopla trace their an- 
ccetry directly back to tbe people of 
one oL tha 1^ ten tribes of tarsel. 
Dr. Clem Davies said In .his leetuio 
yesterdsy evening before members of 
the Victoria Welsh Society at the 
B.OC. Ball. 

He pointed out that the Welsh were 
a Hebrew race and ibis was proven by 
the fact that In the Welsh langxtsge 
to-dsy there were, stilt 800 root words 
which hsve eisct counterparts In tbe 
Hebrew- tangusge. 

London wae n mighty nsetropotis 
before Rome was thought of and 
when Julius Csaaar end hla Isglons 
Invaped Britain they found a civiHca- I 
tion long seubllshsd. Dr. Davlaa 
went on. Ireland. Scotland and 
Britain. Walaa and Cornwall were 
peopled by a race of high attainments 
aa early as 1700 B.C.. it was recalled. 

’.’Where did they come tromt” Dr. 
•Davlet aaked. 

"They were the direct descendants 
of Jacob, ths ten loet tribes snd tba 
trlbaa of Judah and Benjamin, who 
migrated bo tbe Isles now known ag 
tbe British Isles.” be said In answer¬ 
ing his own question. 

Dr. Davies pointsd out that 
**Brltlah” came from tbe Hebrew 
word "brltlth.'* meaning covenant. 
The connection was that the British 
Isles took their name from that of 
tbe people and the Inbabitanta In 
turn took their name of covenant be¬ 
cause Ood bad entered Into a 
covenant with their forefather, 
Jacob, that their ehUdren should be 
many end inherit the earth.

British Isles, and especially tbe Welsh, 
migrated from Jerusalem. Dr. Davies 
p:^p!:L!scd.
